[claim 1] A facsimile apparatus comprising: 

a mail communication control section for transmitting an 

electronic mail; 

a facsimile communication control section for 
transmitting facsimile data; 

a destination storage section for storing electronic mail 
addresses and facsimile numbers of transmission destinations; 

a multi-address transmission management section capable 
of transmitting a document to a plurality of destinations; and 

a transmission mode identification section for 
identifying whether a transmission destination is an electronic 
mail address or a facsimile number.

[0015] Next, at step S5, a central processing arithmetic unit 
13 reads a destination to which transmission has not been 
executed from a multi-address transmission management section 
19, reads destination information associated with the 
destination from a destination storage section 18, and informs 
the destination information to a transmission mode 
identification section 14. The transmission mode 
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identification section 14 identifies whether the transmission 
destination is an electronic mail address or a facsimile number . 
The operation goes to step S6 in the case of an electronic mail 
address, whereas the operation goes to step S9 in the case of 
..a facsimile number (S5) . 
[0016] At step S6, a mail generation section 11 reads document 
data from an image memory 15, and converts the document data 
to a data format which can be transmitted by electronic mail. 
Then, when a line control section 7 is connected to an ISP 1 
via a telephone network 6, a mail communication control section 
10 transmits the generated electronic mail via the Internet 2 
to a destination side terminal 4 which is connected to an ISP 
3. Then, the operation goes to step S8 (S7) . 
[0017] At step S9, a facsimile data generation section 8 reads 
the document data from the image memory 15, and converts the 
document data to a data format which can be transmitted by 
facsimile. Then, when the line control section 7 is connected 
to a destination side facsimile apparatus 5 via the telephone 
network 6, a facsimile communication control section 9 
transmits the generated facsimile data to the destination side 
facsimile apparatus 5. Then, the operation goes to step S8 
(S10) . 
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(57)Abstract 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a facsimile equipment 
that simply conduct multiple address transmission of a facsimile 
text and an electronic mail. 

SOLUTION: A central processing arithmetic unit 13 reads a 
destination that does not receive data from a multiple address 
transmission management section 19, reads destination 
information not corresponding to the destination from a 
destination storage section 1 8 and informs it to a transmission 
mode identification section 14. The transmission mode 
identification section 14 identifies the transmission destination is 
an electronic mail or a facsimile text and when the destination is 
an electronic mail, the electronic mail generated by a mail 
communication control section 10 is sent to a receiver side 
terminal 4 via an Internet 2. When the destination is a facsimile 
equipment a facsimile communication control section 9 sends 
facsimile data to a receiver side facsimile equipment 5. 
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
